BERLIN (UPI)—The East Ger- 
man Communists Sunday rejected 
U. S., British and French diplo- 
matic notes on Berlin as “impu- 
dent” and “lying,” warning the 
Western Allies’ attitude could

Our taxes pay for Grady’s operation. 
And it is a magnificent hospital. It heals 
the poor; a half million callers per year 
receive its care. And it trains the healers; 
Emory University is the teacher and 
. Grady is its classroom. 


Problems are inevitable. They have 
been examined in a 350-page consultants’ 
report that cost $100 a page. The con- 
sultants praised Grady. But they found 
some doctors frustrated and without 
voice. They found Grady-Emory friction 
on budget, and on rules for medical care. 
They found some authority scattered, 
some too tight. They found Negro resent- 
ment over restrictions on Negro training. 


Grady-Emory budget friction is not 
new. Emory cannot afford to subsidize 
Grady with its private funds beyond the 
worth of the training its students get.

Georgia’s Eugene Black 
Deserves Nobel Prize 


Columnist C. L. Sulzberger.-endorses 
on ‘this page today the idea of nominat- 
ing Eugene R. Black, native Atlantan and 
grandson of Henry W. Grady, for the 
Nobel Peace Prize. We heartily concur in 
the proposal. We can think of no indi- 
vidual in the world today who has done 
more to deserve the honor. 


Mr. Black’s accomplishments are the 
greater, as Sulzberger says, because he 
has sought no credit for them. But 
through his practical and imaginative 
work as head of the International Bank 
for: Reconstruction and Development, he 
has contributed mightily to the cause of 
peace for more than a decade. 

Some of the details of his achieve- 
ments are outlined in the column and 
need no repeating. But the success of 


his philosophy that people can be helped. 


to help themselves if given the means 
and proper encouragement cannot be 
overemphasized. 


Under his guidance the International 
Bank continues to grow in usefulness. Its 
work is not as spectacular perhaps as the 
Marshall Plan in its day but its sus- 
tained contributions to peace through 
orderly economic development bear the 
unmistakable stamp of Eugene R. Black.

Mr. Stevenson Merits 
Some Better Treatment 


Since the Democrats nominated him, 
Sen. John F. Kennedy has handled key 
men shrewdly, with one exception. 


He made peace with Harry Truman. 
He gave Lyndon Johnson the vice presi- 
dential nomination. He now has picked 
Stuart Symington to head a defense re- 
view. 


But Kennedy has not been forthright 
in his treatment of Adlai Stevenson. 
He did pair him with Chester Bowles in 
a tandem arrangement for foreign policy 
advice. Bowles was a good ambassador, 
but Stevenson might be a great Secretary 
of State. The co-chairmanship did not 
compliment him. The position has seemed 
to be largely honorary anyway. There is 
no sign that Stevenson is a real part of 
the Kennedy brain trust. 

Word spreads that Kennedy may be 
planning to crowd Stevenson out as Sec- 
retary of State. Some Kennedy workers 
are quietly suggesting that the job re- 
quires more “decisiveness” and less “phi- 
losophy” than Stevenson possesses. 

Or it may be that Kennedy has not 
forgiven Stevenson’s preconvention re- 
fusal to endorse him. Stevenson was 
pointedly omitted from praise in Ken- 
nedy's acceptance speech. . 

We are sorry to see Stevenson treated 
this way. The office of Secretary of 
State could use some philosophy. We had 
“decisiveness” under Dulles and it was 
noytriumph. If Kennedy is to be the de-

Blaming Communists Is 
No Substitute for Policy 


The United States as well as Cuba 
will be on trial this week when the 
foreign ministers of the Organization of 
American States meet in Costa Rica. 
While all members except Cuba voted 
to take up U.S. complaints against Cas- 
tro’s regime, Latin American opinion is 
by no means unanimous in supporting 
the U.S. position. 


Now that Cuba appears to have be- 
come irretrievably linked to the Soviet 
bloc, OAS may begin to see things dif- 
ferently. But the United States has to 
move with great care to maintain hem- 
ispheric solidarity. It is going to re- 
quire some long and tedious effort. 

U.S. policies have appeared to the 
Latins to be opposed to their aspirations 
for land reform, social reform and less 
economic dependence on this country. 
As clumsy as Castro has been, his re- 
forms have been’ popular with the ma- 
jority of Cubans. Simply blaming it on 
the Communists isn’t enough. This is no 
substitute for long-range policies which 
would discourage other Castros in other 
Latin American countries. 


Latin American dependence on the 
United States is resented in many of the 
countries involved. Castro may have pro- 
vided the spark to ignite a chain re- 
action throughout the continent. As Cuba 
has proved, the grave damage is that 
after the explosion the United States will 
be left outside with the Soviets inside. 


President Eisenhower’s proposal for a 
new aid program for Latin America may 
be in the category of too little, too late. 
But unless we undertake a long-range 
effort to support the aspirations of Latin 
Americans, a whole continent may be 
lost.

Mr. Benson Must Go 


In some areas President Eisenhower 
has shown himself to be a very stubborn 
man. 


Take the case of Ezra Taft Benson, 
secretary of agriculture for the past 
seven-and-a-half years. Mr. Benson has 
not been a popular secretary, to put it 
mildly. But Mr. Eisenhower refused to 
yield to political pressures to dump him. 
Not so the Republican Party and its 
nominee, Richard Nixon. As far as the 
politicians go, the feeling about Mr. Ben- 
son is well-nigh unanimous. 


Nobody really knows what would 
have happened had Mr. Benson’s ideas 
been adopted. But they weren’t. Congress 
saw to that. So, as the Wall Street Jour- 
nal says, “Whatever he tried to do, it 
seems, the farmer poured on more fer- 
tilizer and the ground gave forth and the 
mountains of surpluses kept mounting and 
Mr. Benson’s popularity percentage kept 
dropping in the farm belt polls.” 


So whoever wins in November, Mr. 
Benson is out. But to quote the Wall 
Street Journal further, “But maybe he 
ought to know that even though the lead- 
ers of both parties hurriedly jump the 
fence when they see him coming down 
the furrow, there are still some people 
about who will remember him as an hon- 
est public servant who tried his best at a 
thankless task.”

Grand Jury in Cobb 
Said What It Should 


The Cobb County Grand Jury said 
several things that needed to be said in 
its presentments for the August term. 


In pointing out that 14 federal gam- 
bling stamps have been purchased for the 
operation of manual and electronic ma- 
chines, the jury recommended revocation 
of licenses for all such machines in the 
county and that no further licenses be 
issued. 


Such action is justified in erasing any 
taint of gambling operations which oth- 
erwise could well become cancerous. 


Citing the fact that 32 persons have 
been killed on Cobb highways since Jan. 
1, the jury called for employment of an 
adequate patrol force and “that more 
strenuous measures be taken by the revo- 
cation of drivers’ licenses and by jail 
sentences where speed and/or driving 
under the influence is involved.” 

The grand jury has spoken firmly. Its 
recommendations against gambling with 
money and with lives on the highways 
should be heeded.

Kennedy Wants

WASHINGTON—Sen. John Kennedy will move 
shortly to re-emphasize that, as the Demo- 
cratic presidential candidate, he wants the votes — 
of all sections of the country and of the conservative as well as the 


liberal faction of his party. 

Though he does not concede that 
any such impression is justified, 
he is aware that a fair-minded ob- 
server could honestly suspect that 
the left-wing Democrats have 
moved in upon him, In any event, 
he did not plan it that way, nor 
will any such total impression be 
allowed to stand if he can help it. 

It has been largely happen- 
stance that ultraliberal Demo- 
crats—and powerful labor bosses 
—have so far made up the bulk of 
his calling lists. He is glad to see 
these men, of course, and does not 
propose to alienate them. But he 
is acutely sensitive to the fact 
that the Democratic Party is by 
no means represented solely by 
men like Averill Harriman and 
Adlai Stevenson and that there 
are millions of Democrats who do 
not automatically distrust busi- 
ness but do distrust labor politi- 
cians like Walter Reuther. 

Thus, Kennedy is privately 
pointing out that his whole past 
record is that of a moderate and 
responsible liberal. He is suggest- 
ing to moderate and conservative 
Democrats alike that a politician 
who for 14 years has never been 
a wild man is not going to be one 
in the White House, should he 
reach that mansion. 

He wants no North versus South, 
no urban versus rural, no East 
versus Midwest, no hot-eyed ideo- 
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logical contest in the campaign. 

He has a deep interest in win- 
ning not merely the election but 
the country, too. He requires no 
instruction in the basic fact that 
he needs not merely to be elected 
but also to be able to govern 
afterward. 

So he will not willingly become 
stamped as solely the candidate of 
the ultraliberal Democrats, the 
labor fellows, the big cities and 
the Ivy League eggheads. Genu- 
ine efforts to get along with busi- 
ness, for illustration, will be made 
through a committee to be head- 
ed by a Southern moderate, Gov. 
Luther Hodges of North Carolina. 

This is not to be one of those 
mere letterhead outfits. Kennedy 
intends to give it status. Again, 
the celebrated Kennedy “brain 
trust’’ of Ivy League professors 
will not long remain strictly an 
Eastern seaboard enterprise. The 
candidate is already looking 
around for good Western egg- 
heads to join this Grove of 
Academe. 

If Kennedy can in fact keep a 
proper balance toward the left- 
wing extremists in his own party, 
as Nixon will almost certainly do 
with the right-wing extremists in 
the Republican Party, this, more 
than ever, will be a safe predic- 
tion: No matter which man wins, 
the country will be no loser.

ASPEN, Colo.—Late last year a move was

interest in the idea. 

For Black, as president of the 
International Bank for Recon- 
struction and Development, has 
quietly and successfully worked 
for peace during the past 11 years 
when too many other international 
leaders have often given the im- 
pression of being hell-bent for 
war. 


Many past recipients have been 
better known to the public when 
they were honored by the Stort- 
ing than is Black. For Black has 
concentrated on modest anonym- 
ity. He believes this helps him to 
accomplish his job with more ef- 
ficiency. Nevertheless, since he 
succeeded John J. McCloy in 1949 
as president of the World Bank, 
Black has aided remarkably both 
the well-being and harmony of 
mankind. He once enunciated his 
beliefs accordingly: 

“If we use rightly our energy 
and our resources, I believe we 
can make this force serve the 
ends of peace and. tolerance 
among men and nations through 
lifting the burden of poverty from 
the individual and so free him 
to exercise his own creative en- 
ergies.””

Schaefer, was the establishment of a mental health division of the 
Georgia Department of Public Health. This report was made 15 months 


ago. 

The recommendation has the 
support of the Governor’s Advi- 
sory Committee on Mental Institu- 
tions and the project had been 
pushed for months. 


But nothing has been done 
about it! 


We mean by this that nothing 
has been done about it by the 
Health department. 


The Schaefer Report in April of 
last year called for immediate 
appointment of a qualified psy- 
chiatrist to head the mental 
health division. © 


So far as is known, no steps 
have been taken to interest a 
psychiatrist in heading a mental 
health division. 

We believe we are correct in 
saying there is no psychiatrist in 
the entire Health department ex- 
cept those connected with the op- 
eration of the State Hospital at 
Milledgeville. | 

This is a situation that should 
be. corrected at once. 

A mental health division should

Cuba Envoy 
Kills Hope 
Of Aceord

SAN JOSE, Costa Rica—Within 
seconds of his arrival here Sunday 
for the emergency conference of 
hemisphere foreign ministers, 
Cuba’s Raul Roa moved to dash 
any hopes for a compromise so- 
lution in the present crisis in inter- 
American relations. 


“We did not come to be accused, 
but to accuse,”’ Roa declared to

UNDISMAYED 


Despite Roa’s assertions, several 
Latin-American foreign ministers 
refused to be discouraged and 
went ahead with the first consulta- 
tions aimed at some form of con- | 
ciliation. Actually, conciliation is 
required here on two subjects: 
The Cuban situation, and the dis- | 
pute between Venezuela and the | 
Dominican Republic. 


For this reason, the Organiza- 
tion of American States is actually 
holding two separate conferences 
here. This is a formality, with 
the period of debate on the Do- 
minican case ccnsidered officially 
to be the sixth consultative con- | 
ference of foreign ministers and | 
the Cuban case — consisting of | 
two agenda items on threats, ex- | 
tracontinental interventions, and | 
danger to democratic institutions | 
in the Americas — known as the |

L. H. Jacobs, Beverly has 
grown up on their Perry, Ga., 
farm of 500 acres where they 
have a mixed herd of Holstein, 
Jersey and Brown Swiss cattle, 
of which some 80 are milked. 
This was her qualification for 
entering the dairy princess con- 
test in her county where she 
won handily and went on to win 
the state title over six other 
county winners. 


Winning in the national com- 
petition would entitle her to a 
year of travel all over the coun- 
try representing the American 
Dairy Association. In addition, 
she was presented with a ward- 
robe, silver tray, tiara and a 
course in charm. 


The course in charm is what 
brings her to Atlanta for she 
will be working on poise, per- 
sonality and charm to help in- 
crease her chances at Chicago.

NEW YORK, Aug. 9 (UPI)—Should a woman 
drink during pregnancy? This is one of many ques- 
tions millions of moderate drinkers ask themselves 


about drinks and drinking. 


Leon D. Adams, author of a 
new book—‘‘The Commonsense 
Book of Drinking’ — answered 
the question regarding expec- 
tant mothers during an inter- 
view. 

“Among people who fear alco- 
hol,” he said, “this question is 
charged with emotion, because 
when an expectant mother takes 
a drink, the alcohol circulating 
in her blood stream reaches her 
unborn child. 


“A similar thing happens 
when she smokes. When she ab- 
sorbs nicotine from _ tobacco, 
her child gets some, too.” 


Adams, who has been involved 
in research and reporting within 
the alcoholic beverage field 
since 1928, said that most obste- 
tricians agree that a cocktail, 
highball, or glass or two of wine 
is harmless for mother and in- 
fant.

Household Hazard

NEW YORK, Aug. 8 (UPI)—Spray-cans, bottles 
and packages of insecticides are causing the trusty 
old fly swatter to disappear from the American scene. 


But the contemporary pesti- 
cides are creating a new haz- 
ard on the homefront—acci- 
dents which result because peo- 
ple are careless. 


The Greater New York Safe- 
ty Council says the accidents 
happen when people: 


—Leave containers where 
small children or the irrespon- 
sible can reach them. 


—Fail to read labels and fol- 
low the directions carefully. 


—Do not safely dispose of 
empty or partially empty cans, 
bottles or boxes. 


—Fail to wash skin and cloth- 
ing thoroughly after exposure, 
if so directed. 


“By law,” the council re- 
ported, “highly toxic pesti- 
cides are required to be lab- 
eled with the word poison in 
red on a contrasting back- 
ground, with the skull and 
crossbones, a suitable antidote 
statement and all the precau- 
tions to be observed. 


“The contents of one con- 
tainer may be quite different 
from that in another. The need 
to read the label before each 
use and follow directions is evi- 
dent since there are about 
50,000 trade name compounds 
made from about 200 basic 
chemicals.” 


The council cited the follow- 
ing steps as part of a basic 
safety program when using 
pesticides: 

—Read the labels and follow 
directions. Do not trust mem- 
ory.

Children and the unwary may 
mistake them for harmless, ed- 
ible substances. 


—Wear a mask while spray- 
ing or dusting, if so directed, 
and avoid inhalation of the 
chemicals as much as possible. 


—Always wash hands and 
face after using a_ pesticide, 
and change clothing if it was 
exposed to spray or dust. Do 
not reuse clothing until it has 
been washed or cleaned. 


—Remove or cover food and 
water containers when using 
pesticides in the home. Never 
leave fish bowls or aquariums 
exposed and keep pets out of 
the treated area until the air 
has completely cleared. 


—Dispose of empty pesticide 
containers immediately. If bags 
and boxes are burned keep out 
of the smoke. 


—Call a doctor immediately 
if you should feel ill while, or 
shortly after, using a pesticide. 
Physicians, hospitals and poi- 
son control centers have infor- 
mation on effective treatment. 


The insecticides and pesti- 
cides keep our homes free of 
flies, ants, roches, silverfish 
and other insect pests. They 
protect flowers and trees. They 
clear lawns of unwanted weeds. 


“Like any tool, modern or 
old-fashioned, pesticides must 
be handled with care,” the 
council said. 

“Directions and cautions on

— to the letter.”

Juicer Makes Liquid Diet 


Appetizing

“If you want to lose weight,”’ 
advises Mrs. James P. Lovett 
of Pennington Place, SE, ‘“‘an- 


swering an ad may not solve 
your problems. 


She answered an ad and, in- 
stead of receiving material on 
an exercising device, she was 
sent literature covering a 
Swedish juicer. 

Despite the mixup in the 
mails, Mrs. Lovett bought the 
juicer and didn’t pursue the 
exercise belt idea any further. 
The deciding factor in her pur- 
chase was the condition of her 
8-year-old daughter, Pattie. 


Since birth, Pattie has never 
been able to swallow solids be- 
cause of a malformation of the 
windpipe. The juicer offered a 


broad variety of new items to 
the child’s liquid diet. 


As a result of Pattie’s re- 
stricted diet she was susceptible 
to respiratory diseases, which 
sometimes caused her to loose 
approximately 35 percent of her 
original weight. 

REDUCED SUSCEPTIBILITY 


Now, after two year's use of 
the juicer, Pattie’s improved 
diet greatly reduced her sus- 
ceptibility to disease and her 
extreme loss of weight. 


The juicer allows her to in- 
clude fresh garden vegetables 
in her menu. “Pattie’s doctor 
instructed me to use only those 
raw vegetables in the juicer 
that we ordinarily eat raw,” 
explained Mrs. Lovett. She 
avoids using any vegetable that 
must be cooked before eating. 


“Since the juice content in 
fresh vegetables, such as car- 
rots and beets, forms such a 
small percentage of the bulk 
total,’’ continued Mrs. Lovett, 
“we found that to produce an 
adequate amount of juice, it 
is necessary to buy in quantity.” 
For example, it takes 2 pounds 
of carrots to make 2'2 cups of 
carrot juice. 


Mrs. Lovett has experimented 
with the juicer and has blended 
beet juice with carrot juice, for 
a tasty appetizer. Celery juice 
is another favorite of Pattie’s. 
“You won't believe this,’’ add- 
ed Mrs. Lovett, “‘but I have a 
recipe for a carrot sandwich 
that tastes like pimiento 
cheese.” 


The recipe combines pimien- 
tos, mayonnaise and pickle rel- 
lish with the remainder of the 
carrots after the juice has been 
removed. 


CARROT SANDWICH SPREAD 


1 pint carrot pulp 
(blended or grated) 

ls cup mayonnaise 

3 tbsps. pickle relish 
Juice of 14 lemon 


2 oz. jar pimientos 
1 tsp. salt 


Blend the ingredients together 
and chill before spreading on 
bread. Makes enough for 3 
dozen sandwiches.

Campbell Says 


Declaring there had been a mis- 
understanding over Georgia’s to 
bacco tagging law, Agriculture 
Commissioner Phil Campbell Sun- 
day sought to throw more light on 
the dispute. 


In letters to South Carolina 
members of Congress and agricul- 
tural leaders, Campbell said it 
had been indicated erroneously 
that the law requires tagging of 
out-of-state grown tobacco. 


“The people of South Carolina 
do not understand that our leg- 
islation simply requires the iden- 
tification of tobacco by type and 
the different types of tobacco are 
designated by the U.S, Department 
of Agriculture,”’ he said. 


Tobacco grown in Georgia, Flor- 
ida and Alabama is referred to 
as Type 14 by the USDA while 
that grown in South Carolina and 
border North Carolina areas is 
Type 13. Georgia-Florida flue- 
cured tobacco may be sold loose 
while that in all border areas 
must be tied. 


The tagging of the tobacco has 
been halted under a federal court 
order. 


Warehousemen in Swainsboro 
and Statesboro asked the injunc- 
tion on the grounds the tagging 
law was ruining their business.
